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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OE  THE 
BRECONSHIRE  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  47th  Annual  Report 
on  the  School  Medical  Service  and  its  work  during  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1957. 

During  the  year  2,072  children  were  medically  inspected  who 
were  attending  the  Primary  Schools  and  1,334  attending  the 
County  Grammar  and  Secondary  Schools,  compared  with  2,536 
and  1,727  respectively  in  1956. 

The  arrangements  of  the  age-groups  of  school  children  for 
medical  examination  were  altered  during  1953,  as  permitted  by 
the  School  Health  Services  and  Handicapped  Pupils  Regula- 
tions, 1953.  This  alteration  of  age-groups  was  continued  during 
1957  and  such  arrangement  seems  to  have  justified  itself  and 
appears  to  have  worked  satisfactorily. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  of  the  Primary  School  children 
examined  during  the  year  by  the  school  medical  staff  99.53% 
were  found  to  have  satisfactory  health,  and  only  0.47%  were 
found  to  be  below  par. 

The  figures  corresponding  for  the  Secondary  Modern  and 
County  Grammar  School  children  vary  only  slightly  from  the 
Primary  School  figures,  being  99.44%  satisfactory,  and  0.56% 
below  the  requisite  standard  needed. 

Handicapped  Pupils — Special  Schools  — In  the  Tables  YII 
and  VIII  appended  to  this  report,  will  be  found  full  details  of 
handicapped  children  in  the  County  for  whom  places  have  been 
found  in  Special  Schools. 

Penoyre  Open  Air  Residential  School  for  Delicate  Pupils.  — 

During  the  year,  five  delicate  children  were  admitted  to  this 
school,  and  four  pupils  were  discharged.  On  the  31st  December, 
1957,  five  pupils  were  still  resident  at  the  school. 

Mass  Radiography. — The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  again 
visited  the  County  during  1957,  and  examined  school  children 
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over  13  years  of  age  at  Brecon,  Brynmawr,  Builth,  Crickhowell, 
Sennybridge,  Gwernyfed,  Cefn  Coed  and  Ystradgyulais  at  the 
same  time  as  the  general  population  and  some  factory  workers. 

Details  of  the  school  children  examined  are  given  in  the 
Table  at  the  end  of  this  Beport. 

Education  Act,  1944,  Section  57  (3) — During  the  year  six 
children  were  referred  to  the  School  Medical  Services  Committee 
in  accordance  with  the  Education  Act,  1944,  Section  57  (3)  as 
being  ineducable  and  the  necessary  reports  issued  to  the  [Mental 
Health  Services  Sub-Committee.  One  child  was  referred  back 
to  the  School  Medical  Services  Sub-Committee  under  Section  8 
of  the  Education  (Miscellaneous  Provisions  Act),  1948. 

School  Closures. — No  schools  were  closed  on  account  of  in- 
fectious disease  during  the  year. 

Once  again  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  teaching  staffs 
of  the  schools  for  their  courtesy  and  help  throughout  the  year, 
and  also  to  the  nursing  staff  for  their  co-operation  in  fulfilling  the 
duties  which  as  a department  we  are  required  to  undertake.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  DENTAL  SERVICES. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  a report  on  the  School 
Dental  Service  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1957. 

The  Staff  of  two  dental  officers  and  two  dental  attendants 
has  remained  unchanged.  Advertisements  to  fill  the  vacancy 
for  a third  dental  officer  have  so  far  failed  to  attract  any 

^ Regular  clinics  have  continued  to  be  held  during  the  school 
term  at  Brecon,  Brynmawr.  Cefn  Coed,  Crickhowell,  and 
Ystradgynlais.  The  new  clinic  at  Builth  Wells  is  now  in  course 
of  construction  and  it  is  anticipated  that  equipment  will  be 
installed  and  the  clinic  brought  into  operation  during  DM. 

The  statistical  tables  shew  little  variation  from  those  ot 
1956  The  number  of  children  inspected  including  emergency 
cases  was  4,346,  a little  under  50%  of  those  on  the  school 
registers.  This  means  that  a child  is  unlikely  to  be  inspected 
more  frequently  than  once  in  two  years.  This  mte™a  ,ls\  , 
long  and  our  aim  should  be  to  inspect  each  child  at  least 

annually. ection  however,  is  of  little  value  unless  it  can  be 

followed  up  by  treatment  at  a reasonably  early  date.  Approxi- 
mately  70%  of  children  seen  at  routine  inspections  'vvei^  *ou 
to  be' in  need  of  treatment.  The  greater  the  interval  between 
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inspections,  the  greater  the  amount  of  treatment  will  be  neces- 
sary to  restore  reasonable  dental  fitness.  This  has  a spiral  effect 
and  tends  still  further  to  lengthen  the  interval  between  inspec- 
tions. The  appointment  of  a third  dental  officer  would  probably 
reverse  this  tendency  and  enable  us  to  inspect  each  child 
annually  and  offer  treatment  where  necessary. 

One  eleventh  of  your  officers’  time  has  been  allotted  to  the 
treatment  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  age 
children. 

I would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  teaching 
staff  of  the  County  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the 
year.

POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION. 

The  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  Scheme  under  Section 
26  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  was  extended  to 
include  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  in  accordance  with 
Circular  2/56  from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

The  Minister’s  formal  approval  was  granted  on  the  23rd 
March,  1956  (L.S.  3/222/1)  to  the  extension  of  the  Council’s 
existing  proposals  by  the  addition  of  the  following  paragraph:  — 

The  Council  proposes  also  to  make  arrangements  for 
offering  to  persons  in  its  area  or  any  groups  of  such 
persons,  vaccination  or  immunisation  against  any  other 
disease  in  respect  of  which  authority  is  sought  from  or 
given  by  the  Minister  of  Health.  The  Medical  Officer 
will  be  responsible  for  keeping  records  directed  towards 
assessing  the  value  of  any  such  form  of  vaccination  or 
immunisation.” 

Vaccination  consists  of  offering  to  each  child,  two  injections 
of  vaccine  each  of  1 c.c.,  the  interval  between  these  injections 
i+nfvn°k  ^eSS  ^ian  ^lree  weeks.  Vaccination  commenced  on  the 
1st  May,  1956,  on  those  children  in  the  age  groups  selected  by 
the  Ministry  and  has  since  been  extended. 

Circular  22/56,  dated  12th  December,  1956,  from  the  Welsh 
Hoard  of  Health,  proposed  that  General  Medical  Practitioners 
are  to  be  given  ani  opportunity  to  take  part  in  the  scheme,  from 
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The  record  cards  of  i*egistered  children,  for  whom  the 
General  Medical  Practitioners  have  agreed  to  vaccination,  were 
sent  to  them  and  the  vaccine  was  allotted  in  the  proportion  of 
the  number  of  children  to  be  done  by  the  Authority’s  Medical 
Officers  and  the  Medical  Practitioners.  The  scheme  has  worked 
well  and]  the  General  Medical  Practitioners  have  co-operated 
in  the  matter  of  the  distribution  of  vaccine. 

As  a result  of  Circular  6/57,  dated  14th  May,  1957,  from 
the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  the  vaccination  of  children  con- 
tinued throughout  the  Summer  months  and  further  groups  of 
children  were  registered,  consents  being  received  in  respect  of 
3,380  children. 

Again  on  the  19th  November,  1957,  Circular  16/57,  proposed 
that  the  scheme  should  be  extended  to  include  children  up  to 
the  age  of  15  years  and  also  expectant  and  nursing  mothers, 
following  increased  supplies  of  British  Vaccine,  which  was  also 
being  augmented  by  Salk  Vaccine  being  imported. 

From  this  date  the  Ministry  no  longer  directed  which  group 
should  receive  priority  other  than  to  direct  that  those  already 
registered  in  the  first  Registration  of  Children  born  in  1947-1954 
should  firstly  be  completed  and  that  expectant  mothers  would  at 
all  times  remain  a priority  group. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Registers  were  re-opened  and 
parents  of  any  children  over  six  months  and  under  15  years  of 
age  were  requested  to  register  their  children  for  vaccination  by 
consenting  for  this  to  be  done..  They  were  also,  at  this  stage 
given  the  opportunity  of  having  the  child  vaccinated  by  the 
General  Medical  Practitioner  or  by  the  County  Council's  Medical 
Officer,  with  either  British  or  Salk  Vaccine. 

The  work  of  immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis  has  pio- 
gressed  well  in  this  County  though  it  has,  of  course,  functioned 
at  the  expense  of  the  Routine  School  Medical  Inspections. 

The  following  information  as  at  the  end  of  195 1 will  give 
some  indication  of  the  position:  —

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COLOUR  VISION. 

During  the  year  among  1,U83  boys  and  93  girls  examined  at 
routine  school  inspections  conducted  by  Dr.  Betenson,  24  new 
cases  of  defective  colour  vision  were  found  among  the  boys  and 
2 among  the  girls.  These  cases  divided  themselves  into  the

B.C.G.  VACCINATION  AND  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Under  the  Council’s  Amended  Scheme  which  provided  for 
the  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  school  children  between  their  13th 
and  14th  birthdays,  which  was  approved  by  the  Welsh  Board 
of  Health  on  16th  March,  1954,  the  Medical  Officers  of  the 
Authority  carried  out  this  work  at  the  County  Grammar  and 
Modern  Secondary  Schools  during  1957  as  shewn  in  the  table 
below. 

The  children  who  were  found  to  shew  a negative  reaction  on 
skin  testing  were  given  B.C.G.  Vaccination  and  arrangements 
were  made  for  the  positive  reactors  to  have  chest  X-rays  at  the 
neaiest  Chest  Clinic.  A further  visit  was  paid  to  each  school  on 
a date  at  least  seven  weeks  after  the  B.C.G.  Vaccination  was 
done,  when  all  those  children  who  had  been  vaccinated  were 
further  skin  tested  to  see  if  they  had  converted  to  positive. 
Those  children  who  had  not  converted  were  given  a further 
B.C.G.  Vaccination.
